Medical  Officer’s  Report  for  the  year  1926.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Kidsgrove  Urban 

District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  first  Annual  Report.  Under  Article  14  (3)  of  the 
Sanitary  Officers’  Order,  1922,  this  Report  for  1925  has  to  be  a survey 
report,  and  is  therefore  somewhat  more  detailed  than  ordinarily. 

Natural  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  Area. 

The  area  of  Kidsgrove  is  3,114  acres,  and  it  is  divided  into  two  Wards 
termed  Kidsgrove  Ward  and  Newchapel  Ward.  The  population  at  the 
Census  of  1921  was  9,491,  and  the  estimated  population  for  1925 
was  10,350. 

The  Births  registered  during  the  year  total  276.  An  analysis  of  these 
shows  there  were  140  legitimate  and  9 illegitimate  males;  122  legitimate 
and  5 illegitimate  females. 

The  Deaths  registered  total  139 — 78  males  and  61  females.  Infants 
under  one  year  account  for  28  of  these  — 19  males  and  9 females.  The 
causes  of  these  deaths  were  as  follows:  — Measles  1,  Scarlet  Fever  2, 
Whooping  Cough  2,  Diphtheria  2,  Influenza  7,  Tuberculosis — pulmonary  8, 
Tuberculosis— non-pulmonary  3,  Cancer  10,  Rheumatic  Fever  2,  Diabetes  1, 
Cerebral  Hemorrhage  9,  Heart  Disease  13,  Arterio  Schlerosis  8,  Bronchitis  6, 
Pneumonia  13,  Other  respiratory  diseases  4,  Diarrhoea  (under  2 years)  4, 
Nephritis  2,  Congenital  Debility  and  Malformation  — prematurity  9, 
Suicide  1,  Other  deaths  from  Violence  5,  Other  diseases  27. 

The  district  is  situated  in  the  North-Western  Division  of  the  County 
of  Stafford,  and  is  of  an  undulating,  hilly  nature.  The  natural  direction 
of  the  surface  drainage  is  towards  the  town  of  Kidsgrove.  The  surface 
formation  is  of  an  open  gravel  and  sandstone,  with  underlying  coal 
measures. 

In  1921  there  were  2,037  houses  in  the  district  ; in  1925  there  were 
2,164.  The  rateable  value  was  £”46,523,  and  a penny  rate  produces  £163 
17s.  3d. 

The  chief  industries  are  coal  mining,  weighing  machine  making, 
fustian  cutting,  tarmac  making,  borax  manufacture.  Mining  occasions  a 
large  number  of  accidents  annually,  but  not  unduly  great  for  work  of  this 
nature.  Few  of  the  accidents  are  serious. 

Poor  Law  Relief  amounting  to  £892  7s.  2d.  was  given  out  during  the 
year.  Poor  Law  Hospitals  are  not  used  to  the  extent  they  might  be. 
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General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  area. 

Hospitals. — Infectious  cases,  excepting  small-pox,  are  sent  to  the 
Bradwell  Isolation  Hospital.  Small-pox  cases  are  sent  to  the  Bucknall 
Fever  Hospital  (North  Staffordshire  Joint  Hospital  Board). 

Cases  of  tuberculosis  are  provided  with  sanatorium  facilities  by  the 
Joint  Committee  of  the  County  Council,  Wolverhampton  and  Dudley 
County  Boroughs. 

Up  to  the  present  there  is  no  Maternity  Hospital  for  this  district.  The 
County  Council  have  arranged  with  The  Mrs.  Legge  Memorial  Home, 
Wolverhampton,  for  dealing  with  unmarried  prospective  mothers,  who  can 
be  received  for  their  confinement  and  remain  there  for  six  months.  Mean- 
time where  admission  to  a Hospital  is  imperative  or  highly  desirable, 
individuals  have  to  consent  to  admission  into  the  Workhouse  Infirmary  or 
the  North  Staffordshire  Royal  Infirmary.  These  two  Hospitals  we  have 
to  rely  upon  for  the  isolation  and  treatment  of  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever. 

None  of  these  Hospitals  are  within  the  area.  The  Council  contrib- 
utes to  the  maintenance  of  the  Bradwell  Isolation  Hospital.  The  accommo- 
dation at  the  Isolation  Hospitals  has  so  far  been  adequate. 

Ambulance  Facilities. — A motor  ambulance  is  kept  for  infectious  cases 
at  the  Bradwell  Isolation  Hospital,  and  can  be  summoned  by  telephone. 

A wheeled  stretcher  is  provided  bv  the  Kidsgrove  Council  for  ordinary 
cases  and  accidents.  One  of  the  Collieries  within  the  area  has  a motor 
ambulance,  and  the  management  have  been  very  generous  in  lending  it  for 
urgent  cases  of  general  nature. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  at  Kidsgrove  and  at 
Harriseahead.  These  Clinics  are  managed  by  the  medical  and  nursing 
staff  of  the  County  Council.  Within  the  area  there  is  no  institutional 
provision  for  unmarried  mothers,  illegitimate  infants,  or  homeless  children. 

There  are  no  day-nurseries  in  the  area. 

School  Clinics  are  held  regularly  by  the  School  Medical  Inspectors  of 
the  County  Council. 

Tuberculosis  cases  are  sent  to  the  Clinic  at  4,  Merrial  Street,  Newcastle- 
under-Lyme.  The  Tuberculosis  Officer  of  the  Joint  Scheme  is  always 
ready  to  visit  cases  unable  to  travel. 

Venereal  cases  can  obtain  treatment  at  the  Clinic  at  the  North  Staff- 
ordshire Royal  Infirmary. 

Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Local  Authority. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  a part-time  official,  with  a salary  of 
£80  per  annum,  half  of  which  is  contributed  by  the  Exchequer  under  the 
Public  Health  Acts.  He  has  a Diploma  in  Public  Health  and  an  M.D, 
Degree  in  State  Medicine. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  is  a whole-time  official.  His  salary  is  con- 
tributed to  the  extent  of  half  by  Exchequer  grant.  He  has  the  Certificate 
of  the  Institute  of  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

The  Council  employ  two  District  Nurses,  but  there  is  no  Exchequer 
grant  In  respect  of  their  salaries.  They  have  full  nursing  certificates. 

Two  Health  Visitors  reside  and  work  in  the  area.  They  are  remu- 
nerated by  the  County  Council.  They  have  the  usual  certificates  required 
of  Health  Visitors,  and  one  the  C.M.B.  certificate.

The  District  Nurses  are  available  for  home  nursing  of  all  cases  of  ill- 
ness within  the  area. 

The  Health  Visitors  look  after  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and 
infants,  and  take  on  the  supervision  of  anv  case  under  these  heads  when 
requested  to  do  so  by  the  Medical  Officer — cases  of  ophthalmia  neonat- 
orum for  example. 

There  are  no  other  nursing  arrangements  in  the  area. 

Midwives. — No  subsidised  Mid  wives  are  practising  in  the  area. 
Three  Midwives,  each  holding  the  Certificate  of  the  Central  Midwives’ 
Board,  reside  and  practice  in  the  area.  In  addition  three  or  four  other 
Midwives,  resident  outside,  practice  within  the  area. 

Chemical  Work. — There  are  no  arrangements  in  force  for  Chemical 
work  in  this  area  No  samples  have  been  sent  for  report  by  the  Public 
Analyist  during  the  year.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water.  — The  area  has  two  sources  of  Water  supply.  The  Kidsgrove 
Ward  is  supplied  by  the  Staffordshire  Potteries  Water  Board.  The  Water 
is  of  good  quality  and  the  supply  is  fully  maintained  throughout  the  Ward. 

The  Newchapel  Ward  is  supplied  from  the  Council’s  own  Waterworks 
and  the  supply  for  domestic  purposes  is,  on  the  whole,  satisfactory.  In 
some  of  the  higher  parts  of  the  district  the  supply  is  usually  intermittent. 
The  water  is  obtained  from  a well  100  feet  deep,  and  is  pumped  into  an 
open  service  reservoir  high  up  on  Mow  Cop.  It  is  free  from  surface  con- 
tamination. A rail  round  the  wall  of  the  reservoir  would  exclude 
contamination  by  children. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.  — Kidsgrove  Ward  : The  new  sewage  disposal 
works  at  Red  Bull,  Lawton,  completed  in  June,  1924,  continue  to  work 
efficiently,  and  a good  effluent  is  obtained.  These  works  consist  of  screening 
chambers,  detritus  tanks  having  a capacity  of  i-25th  dry  weather  flow, 
three  settling  tanks  having  a capacity  of  0.68  d.w  f.,  and  two  filters  each 
101  feet  in  diameter  and  five  feet  six  inches  deep.  The  total  capacity  of 
the  filtering  material  is  3,200  cubic  yards.  Two  humus  tanks  are  provided 
and  the  effluent  from  these  runs  direct  into  a stream.  Storm  tanks  are 
provided  to  deal  with  any  volume  in  excess  of  three  times  d.w.f.  The 
works  are  designed  to  deal  with  sewage  from  a population  of  7000. 
The  sewers  in  Long  Row  and  Ravenscliffe  Road,  Kidsgrove,  have  been 
reconstructed. 

Scavenging.  — In  the  Kidsgrove  Ward  the  whole  of  the  Scavenging  is 
done  by  the  Council's  own  workmen  under  a system  of  direct  labour.  The 
house  refuse  throughout  the  whole  of  the  district  is  collected  everv  week 
and  removed  to  a tip  just  outside  the  town.  There  a man  is  employed  in 
levelling  and  in  covering  objectionable  matter.  A portion  of  the  surface 
of  the  tip  has  been  converted  into  allotments. 

Trade  refuse  from  fish  dealers  is  taken  in  specially  provided  containers 
to  the  fish  and  bone-meal  works  in  the  County  Borough  of  Stoke-on-Trent. 
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The  nightsoil  is  deposited  on  disused  slag-heaps  a considerable  distance 
outside  the  town.  The  tip  is  rented  for  this  purpose  by  the  Council. 
Periodically  the  contents  of  the  tip  are  removed  by  the  farmer  and,  after 
treatment,  used  as  manure. 

In  the  Newchapel  Ward  the  district  is  divided,  for  scavenging  pur- 
poses, into  three  sections.  The  largest,  comprising  over  half  the  Ward, 
is  scavenged  by  workmen  directly  employed  by  the  Council.  The  other 
sections  are  scavenged  by  contractors,  two  in  number.  The  contracts  are 
renewable  annually.  Care  has  been  exercised  in  defining  the  districts 
scavenged  under  contract  so  that  neither  contractor  shall  have  more  than 
he  could  reasonably  be  expected  to  deal  with  promptly  and  efficiently. 

House  Refuse.  — During  the  last  three  years  the  Sanitary  Committee 
have  caused  notices  to  be  served  on  the  owners  of  houses  requiring  the  pro- 
vision of  proper  receptacles  for  house  refuse,  and  recommending  stronglv 
“ D ’’-shaped  galvanised  iron  bins  with  suitable  covers.  During  1925,  over 
400  bins  have  been  provided  as  a result.  There  is  now  a total  of  over 
1100  bins  in  use  in  the  district.  In  the  last  five  years  there  has  been  a 
steady  diminution  in  the  number  of  ash-pits,  and  now  there  are  less  than 
20  in  use.  House  refuse  is  collected  weekly.  In  the  Newchapel  Ward 
various  tips  are  provided  by  the  farmers  in  the  district  for  this  refuse. 

Closet  Accommodation. — There  are  now  2,164  houses  in  the  Urban 
District,  and  in  connection  with  these  there  are  543  fresh  waste-water 
closets,  1 12  privies  with  moveable  receptacles  and  i-,46o  privies  with  fixed 
receptacles—  brick  priw  cess-pools  and  earthenware  pans.  In  connection 
with  all  newly-erected  houses,  water  closets  are  now  fixed.  During  the 
year,  25  privies  have  been  converted  into  water  closets.  No  waste-water 
closets  are  now  being  fixed,  as  the  water  charges  generally  include  pro- 
vision for  a w.c.  in  each  case. 

All  the  Public  Elementary  Schools  in  the  district  now  have  an 
adequate  range  of  water-flushed  closets  and  urinals. 

As  the  Council  adopted  section  39  of  the  Public  Health  Amendment 
Act,  1907,  during  the  year,  progress  is  now  being  made  with  the  conversion 
of  privies. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  area. 

Inspections  made  Slaughter-houses  215,  Dairies  .and  Cowsheds  76, 
Bake-houses  35,  Houses  (infectious  diseases)  78,  Disinfections  (houses)  78, 
Nuisances  323.  Notices  served  : — Statutory  2,  Informal  35. 

All  these  notices  have  met  with  compliance. 

Smoke  Abatement  — During  the  year  complaints  were  made  regarding 
the  emission  of  smoke  and  dust  from  the  Tarmac  Works  in  Ravenscliffe 
Road.  As  a result  of  representations  made  to  the  firm,  part  of  the  plant 
has  been  reconstructed  and  the  nuisance  abated. 

Housing. 

General  Conditions. — There  is  still  a need  for  more  houses.  The 
Council’s  proposal  to  erect  an  additional  24  houses  is  still  in  abeyance 
pending  a settlement  of  industrial  coaditions. 

During  the  year  ending  31st  March,  1926,  a subsidy  of  £75  per  house 
was  granted  in  respect  of  two  parlour  houses  and  two  non-parlour  bung- 
alows, and  a subsidv  of  £53  in  respect  of  one  non-parlour  bungalow. 
Certificates  of  qualification  for  subsidy  were  issued  during  the  year  in 
respect  of  28  houses  and  bungalows 
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Overcrowding.  — During  the  year,  notices  to  abate  overcrowding  were 
served  in  three  cases  and,  after  some  delay,  these  were  complied  with. 

Fitness  of  Houses.— The  chief  defects  found  were  dampness  (often  due 
to  defective  rain  spouts),  lack  of  ventilation,  defective  yard-paving  and 
defective  drains.  Most  of  the  defects  are  due  to  lack  of  proper  manage- 
ment and  supervision  bv  the  owners. 

New  drains  have  been  constructed  for  12  houses,  27  choked  drains 
have  been  cleared.  In  1 3 cases  defective  paving  has  been  repaired.  25 
privies  have  been  converted  to  w c.’s,  and  78  houses  were  disinfected  after 
the  occurrence  of  infectious  diseases. 

No  unhealthy  areas  have  been  complained  of,  nor  has  any  action  in 
respect  of  such  been  taken. 

There  are  no  bye-laws  relative  to  houses,  houses  let  in  lodgings,  or 
tents,  vans,  sheds,  etc.

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

Milk  supply. — The  wholesomeness  of  the  milk  produced  within  the 
area  or  brought  in  for  sale  has  been  satisfactory,  as  have  been  also  the 
arrangements  for  its  distribution.  Frequent  inspections  of  dairies  and 
cowsheds  were  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  special  attention  has 
been  given  to  these  with  a view  to  raising  the  standard  of  cleanliness 
amongst  cowkeepers,  and  to  secure  improved  lighting,  ventilation  and 
drainage  of  the  cowsheds.  In  the  past  five  years,  three  cowsheds  have  been 
practically  re-built  and  the  drainage  systems  improved  greatly. 

No  licences  for  the  sale  of  milk  under  special  designations  were  issued, 
and  in  no  case  has  the  registration  of  any  milk  retailer  been  refused  or 
revoked. 


Meat. — The  inspection  of  meat  at  the  time  of  slaughter,  and  also  the 
inspection  of  stalls,  shops  and  vehicles,  as  required  by  the  Regulations  of 
1924,  has  received  the  close  attention  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  Confer- 
ences have  been  held  with  the  Meat  Retailers,  and  every  effort  has  been 
made  to  ensure  the  Regulations  being  carried  out  effectively.  Many  of  the 
local  butchers  purchase  meat  which  has  been  slaughtered  outside  the 
district  by  wholesale  dealers,  and  the  vehicles  used  for  conveyance  of  same 
are  adequate  and  satisfactory.  There  is  no  marking  of  the  meat  which  is 
slaughtered  in  the  district  or  imported  from  adjacent  areas 

There  are  three  registered  private  slaughter-houses  in  the  district,  and 
no  public  slaughter-house. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  destruction  of  any  condemned 
meat  at  the  Fish  and  Bone-Meal  Works  in  the  County  Borough  of  Stoke- 
on-Trent.

Other  Foods. — All  the  Bakehouses  in  the  district  are  now  equipped 
with  the  modern  type  of  ovens,  mechanical  mixers,  etc  , and  every  pre- 
caution is  taken  to  ensure  the  preparation  of  foods  being  carried  out  with 
cleanliness  and  care.  Inspections  are  made  from  time  to  time,  and  the 
conditions  found  have  been  generally  satisfactory. 

There  are  no  underground  bakehouses  in  the  district. 


Prevalence  of  and  Control  over  Infectious  Diseases. 

Infections  Diseases  Generally. 

A case  of  Small-pox  occurred  just  beyond  the  boundary  of  the  area. 
AU  contacts  as  far  as  possible  were  found,  vaccinated,  and  kept  under 
observation  for  a fortnight.  One  case  of  suspected  Small-pox  in  the  area 
was  notified  and  was  removed  to  Bucknall  Isolation  Hospital.  Disinfec- 
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tion  was  carried  out  thoroughly  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  al!  contacts 
were  located  and  kept  under  observation  until  a diagnosis  of  Chicken-pox 
was  confirmed.  At  that  time  there  was  an  epidemic  of  Chicken-pox,  and 
in  many  cases  the  lesions  appeared  on  the  forehead  and  the  thmar  prom- 
iuence.  A suggestion  to  make  Chicken-pox  a notifiable  disease  in  this 
district  was,  however,  rejected  by  the  Authority. 

Measles  made  its  epidemic  appearance  in  the  first  half  of  the  year. 
There  were  no  special  features  in  the  epidemic. 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  year  a serum  syringe,  steriliser,  and  a supply 
of  antediphtheritic  serum  was  put  at  the  disposal  of  general  practitioners 
in  the  area.  By  the  courtesy  of  the  Staffordshire  Constabulary  these  are 
kept  at  the  Police  Station  and  are  available  at  all  hours. 

No  cases  of  encephalitis  lethargica  were  notified.  There  were  no 
“return  ” cases  of  scarlet  fever,  nor  cases  of  malaria,  dysentery,  or  trench 
fever.  There  were,  however,  16  cases  of  acute  primary  pneumonia. 

Pathological  and  bacteriological  specimens  are  sent  to  the  County 
Laboratory  at  Lichfield.  Every  endeavour  is  made  to  make  full  use  of  the 
isolation  facilities  at  the  Bradwell  Isolation  Hospital  — for  “carriers”  as 
well  as  for  cases. 

No  use  has  so  far  been  made  of  the  Schick  or  Dick  tests,  or  of  the 
recently-developed  methods  of  artificial  immunisation  against  diphtheria 
and  scarlet  fever. 

No  primary  vaccinations  were  carried  out  under  the  Public  Health 
(Small-pox  Prevention)  Regulations,  1917.  Such  vaccinations  of  contacts 
as  were  required  in  the  case  of  contacts  were  done  by  the  Public  Vacci- 
nator or  the  family  doctor. 

School  intimations  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  not  being  received 
during  1925,  but  this  has  been  remedied  by  the  Medical  Inspector  of 
Schools  since. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Influenza  was  7.  This  represents  an 
annual  mortality  rate  of  8 8 per  thousand  of  the  estimated  population. 

The  cleansing  and  disinfection  or  disinfectation  of  individuals  and 
their  belongings  can  be  secured  when  required  at  the  Bradwell  Isolation 
Hospital.  The  disinfection  of  premises  and  stationary  articles  is  carried 
out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector.
